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PRESIDENTIAL SPEECHIFICATION. 
HETHER PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT works or hunts, 


travels or rests, he talks. To date all previous adminis- 
tration records are hopelessly smashed, and a straight- 
away course of almost four years still stretches on before. 
For sheer bulk and variety of executive utterance our 
Teddy is a wonder. Aspirants for his place in 1908 are 
awe-struck, and if they are wise they are already slip- 
ping away to some quiet, pebbly strand, Demosthenes- 
like, to train up to the vocal standard now irrevocably 
established. Naturally, the people like to hear a presi- 
dent talk, and fortunately the president is a mighty good 
talker. The western vacation-hunt just ended has been full of vocalization. 
The journey from Washington was punctuated with speechification all the 
way across the country, down to the farthest confines of Texas, into the 
silent immensities of the Rockies, and back. No audience so small but he 
would stop and talk to it. And what a many subjects the versatile Roose- 
velt talks about! Babies, citizenship, the civil war, farming, hunting, 
personal and ancestral history, trusts, tariff, relations of republics to em- 














pires, war anecdotes, persons of local renown, duties of husbands and 
wives, and back to babies. No wonder the people crowd up to the tail- 
end of the president’s train, to the door of the church where the president 
is worshiping, or to the camp where he idles in his hunting-togs. No other 
attraction in the same class tours so far afield, reaches to such rejoicing 
multitudes. Money could not purchase admission to an entertainment so 
fruitful of present enjoyment and perennial anecdote and reminiscence 
thereafter. Some there are who have been unkind enough to say this 
steady flow of Rooseveltian eloquence is undignified and out of character. 
They would have a more quiet, sedate president—one who would pose 
sphinx-like in solemn, silent grandeur, while the eloquence of others bab- 
bled at his comings and goings. But that is nonsense. Dignity is terribly 
old-fashioned and out of date. A more reasonable alarm springs from an- 
other source. Suppose the president should give out, or that the people 
should—that is, in other words, imagine what a catastrophe it would be if 
either gave out? In this connection a newspaper dispatch from Colorado 
toward the end of the hunting-trip has a peculiar significance. It began, 
** The bears have disappeared from the west-divide country—scared away by 


the president.”’ We prefer to believe the shooting and shouting of the hunt- 
ers threw fright into the bears, but there may be an alternative supposition.

Because of Mr. Morton’s *‘ pile,’’ Platt had worked up a con- 
siderable Morton boom. That pile would do “ good,” especially in the south, 
where the negro vote needed sound-money inducements. The New York 
Tribune, taking its cue from these exigencies of the situation, printed an
